THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this day of 

No vember _ . 19T8. by and between the TOWNSHIP OF EWING, 

Sanitation D epartment , Mercer County, T rento n, New Jersey, 
hereinafter referred to as the "Employer”, and Local No. 2314, 
Covincil No. 73, AME RICAN FEDERATION OP STATE, COUN T Y AND MUNTCTPAT. 
EMPLOYEES, AFL-CIO, hereinafter called the "Union"; 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, it is the desire Of the parties tO promote mutual 
cooperation and harmony and to formulate rules for the guidance 
of the parties; 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises 
made by each of the parties to the other and good and valuable 
consideration in the premises, the parties hereto agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I 
RECOGNITION 

SECTION I; 

The Employer recognizes the Union as the sole and/or 
exclusive bargaining agent for the purposes of establishing 
salaries, wages, hours and other conditions of employment for 
all of its employees in the classifications listed under Appendix 
A attached hereto, and by reference made a part of this Agreement, 
and for such additional.classifications as the parties may later 
agree to include. 

SECTION II: 


NO STRIKE CLAUSE 

It is agreed that during the terms of this Agreement, neither 
the Union, its officers or members, shall instigate, call, sanction, 
condone, or participate in any strike, slowdoivn, stoppage of work, 
boycott, picketting, or v/illfull interference v;ith production. 



•transportation or diGt:ribxi.tion and that there shall he no lockout 
ot employees by the employer. 

In the event that any of. t?ie employees violate the pro¬ 
visions of the above parayraph, the Union shall take necessary 
steps to have the menibers who part-icipate in such ciction back to 
tlieir jobs, forvjard copies of such order to the employer and use 
every means at its disposal -to influence the employees to return 
to work. 

SECTION III: 

DUBS AND DEDUCTIONS - _ 

Upon receipt of a lawfully executed written authorization 
from an employee, the Township of Ev^ing agrees to deduct the 
regular monthly Union dues of such employee from his o-r her paycheck, 
and remit such deduction by the tenth (10) days of the succeeding 
month to the official designated by the Union in v/riting to ' 
receive such deductions. The Union will notify the Tovmship/ 
in writing, of the exact amount of such regular membership 
dxies to be deducted. ! 

Any employee may, in writing, terminate his or her respective 
dues deduction authorization as of July 1 of the contraet year. . 


SECTION IV: 


SAVE HARMLESS CLAUSE 


The Union agrees to indemnify and hold the Township harmless 
against any and all claims, suits, order.s or judgments brought . 
or issued ^lgainst the Township as a result of any action by the 
Twonshlp under the provisions of Article 1. 

SECTION V; , 

UNION REPRESENTATIVES 

Representatives of the Union, who are not employees of the 
Tov;nship of Ev^ing, shall be admitted on the premises of the employer 
for Union business solely and by the International Representative 
presenting himself t.o tho present head of t)ie Department or his 
designee prior to the discussion of Union business. 



•The Township agrees to rscogn.l-e a maximum of two shop 
stewards SGlected by the Union, one Cvom the Sanitation Transfer 
Station, and one from the coliection vjroup. a steward shall ba 
granted a. reasonable amount of time during his working hours, 
without loss of pay, to interview an employee who has a grievance 
and to discuss the grievance with the employee's immediate super¬ 
visor. 

The Union president shall be granted a reasonable amount of 
time d.uring his regular working hours, without loss of pay, to 
present, discuss and adjust grievances with the Township. Neither 
a steward nor a Union officer shall leave his work without first 
obtaining the permission of his irmiediate super'visor, which per¬ 
mission shall not be unreasonably withheld. 

SECTION.VI: 

EQUAL treatment 

The Employer agrees that there shall be no discrimination 
or favoritism for reasons of sex, age, nationality, race, religion, 
political affiliation, union membership or union activities. 

The Township and the Union agveie not to interfere with 
the right of employees to become or not to become members of the 
Union and further that there shall bo no discrimination or 
coercion against any employee because of Union membership or non- 
membership, 

ARTICLE II 
MANAGSyiENT RlGhT?; 

It ts recognized that the management of the Tovrnship, ■the 
control of tis properties and the maintenance of order and efficiency 
is solely a responsibility of the Township. Accordingly, the 
Township retains the rights, includvr.g but not limited to, select 
and direct the working forces, ind.vling the right to hire, suspend, 
or discharge for just cause, assig:-,. promote or 'transfer within the 
Department, to determine the amount a- overtime to be worked, to 



relieve eriployaes from duty because cf lack of work, decide 
the number and locations of its facilities/ £;tations, etc., 
determine the work to be performed within the uu.lt, maintonance ,, 
and repair, amount of supervision necessary, machinery and tool 
equipment, methods, schedules of work together with selection, 
procurement/ designing, engineering and the control of equipment 
and materials; purchase services of others, contract or otherwise 
except as they may be otherwise specifically limited in this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE III 
SE^TIORITY 

A. Seniority is defined as an. employee's continuous length 
of service with the Township, beginning with his latest.date of 
hire. 

B. LOSS OF SENIORITY—Continuous service for seniority 
purposes shall be broken for any of the follow-ing reasons: 

1. Discharge for just cause. 

2. Voluntarily quitting employment. 

3. Failure to report as required following the ex¬ 
piration of an approved leave of absence, unless 
the employee has a justifiable reason for his 
inability to report. 

4. Absence from work witliout report for five (5) 
consecutive working days unless reasonable and 
satisfactory excuse for not having notified the 
Township is presented. 

C. For the special purpose of lay off and recall, the 
President of the Union, shall during his term of office and 
during his employment with the Township of Ewing, be credited with 
top seniority in the bargaining unit. 

D. PROBATIONARY EMPLOYEES 

1, I'Jewly hired employees shall be considered probationary 
employees for the first three (3) month period. Such employees may 
. during the probationary period, be terminated at any time without 
any recourse v;hatsoever. Anything to the contrary notwithstanding, 
the parties to the Agreement may extend the probationary period by 
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juu Ltial consent. 


Upon completion of the probationary period, an 
omploycs's seniority shall be his data of coinraencexaent of ornploy- 
ment, including the probationary period, for purposes of benefits. 

E. LAYOFF 

1. In the event of layoff, departraental seniority 
shall prevail, provided the employee has'the necessary qualifica¬ 
tions, skills and abilities to perform whatever work may be available. 

2. Employees on layoff shall be recalled in the inverse 
order of layoff, provided the employee has the necessary qualifica¬ 
tions, skills and abilities for the work available. The Township 
will not hire new employees while there are employees on the recall 
list qualified to perform the duties of the vacant position, unless, 
such employees on recall z-efuse to accept such employment. 

F. In all applications of seniority under this Article, 
where ability to perform work and physical fitness are equal as 
determined by the Township, seniority shall be given pr&ferencre in 
promotions, demotions, layoffs, recall, vacation schedules and 
work shifts. 

G. Where more than one work shift per day within a given 
classification is in effect, employees within such classification 
will be given preference of shifts on a seniority basis only 
when vacancies occur or changes in the number of employees per 
shift are being made. Where such vacancy occurs, or where there 

is a change in the number of employees per shift, a senior employee 
will not be permitted or required to wait longer than one (1) year 
to exercise his preference of shift over a less senior employee. 

H. The Township shall maintain an accurate, up-to-date 
seniority roster showing each employee’s date of hire, classification 
and pay rate and shall furnish copies of same to the Union upon 
reasonable request. 
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I. 


The Township shall promptly advise the appropriate 



Union representatives of any change which necessitate amendments 
to the seniority list. 


AKTICT.E IV 
LUhVES OF AUSBlSiCE 

SECTION I; 

PAID LEAVES OF ABSENCE 

A. SICK LEAVE—Sick leave for permanent employees shall 


accumulate on the basis of one (1) day per month until the end of 
the calendar year of appointment of said employee and thereafter 
fifteen (15) days per year. Sick leave for provisional and 

temporary employees shall accumulate on the basis of one (1> day 

' 

per month or twelve (12) days per year. 

Sick days are credited to all permanent employees in 
advance on January 1st of each year. However/ it must be under¬ 
stood that these days are credited anticipating the eitployee v/ill 
work the full twelve (12) months during the year. 

B. Any amount of sick leave allowance not used in any 
calendar year shall accumulate to the employee's credit from year 
to year to be used if and when needed for such purpose. 

C. If any employee is absent for reasons that entitled him 

to sick leave, his supervisor or his designee shall be notified 

( 

prior to the employee's starting time or in. conformance with 
department regulations. 

D. The appointing authority may require proof of illness of 
an employee on sick leave, whenever such requirements appear 
reasonable. Abuse of sick leave shall be cause for disciplinary 
action. 

E. Sick leave credits shall continue to accrue while an 
employee is on any leave with pay. Credits shall not accrue while 
an employee is on any leave without pay, except military leave. 

F. Sick leave may be utilized by employees v/hen they are 
unable to perform their V7ork by reason of personal illness, accident 
or exposure to contagious disease, not work connected. 
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G. Permanent employees will be permitted to use his or her 
•sick leave for cmcrgoncies incurred by members of his or her 
immediate family in accordance with Civil Service regulations and 
Civil Service definitions; definition of immediate family as set 
forth by Civil Service. 

SECTION II; 

BEREAVEMENT PAY 

A. In the event of the death of a member of the immediate 
family of any employee covered by this Agreement, the immediate 
family being Mother, Father, Sister, Brother, Spouse, Child, 
Mother-In-Law, Father-In-Law, said employee shall be excused from 
work from the date of death until the day of burial-, inclusive. 

The employee will be paid his hourly rate of pay for any such 
days of excused absence which occur during his normal workweek, 
but in no event more than eight (8) hours for any one {1} day. 

B. In the event of the death of an employee’s brother-in- 
law, sister-in-law, aunt, uncle, or grandparents, the employee 
will be excused for the day of the funeral with pay if he is 
scheduled to work. 

C. It is intended that the above payment be made for such 
period only that the employee would actually have been working to 
the end that an employee will either receive the death benefits 
hereunder or holiday pay, vacation pay, military pay, jury duty 
pay, or disability benefit as the case may be. The above provision 
is intended to moan to attend the funeral of the immediate family as 
specified above. However, if a member of the family is buried outside 
the United States and the employee does not attend, one (1) day’s 
funeral pay will be paid. 

D. Employees will be required to submit proof of death for 
the purpose of receiving payment under Sections B and C. 
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SECTION III: 


OCGUfATIONAL INJURY 

A. Any employee who is disabled because of occupational 
injury shall be granted a leave of absence with full pay. Employees 
who are absent in accordance with the above, due to q job injury, 
will be reiTfibursed to the. date of the injury, when substantiated 

by the Township Physician. Any amount of salary or wages paid 
or payable to such an employee for disability leave shall be 
reduced by the amount of ^^orkcr's Compensation paid under the 
New Jersey Vforker's Compensation Act, for temporary disability. 

Such leave shall be limited to a maximum of six (6) months from the 
date of injury. 

In the event that an injured employee receives temporary 
disability under worker’s compensation during the course of the 
aforementioned six (6) months, he or she is to endorse said draft 
payable to the Township of Ewing solely and is to tender said 
draft to the Clerk of the Township of Swing. Said tender of 
draft to the Township of Ewing will be in way of reimbursement to 
the aforementioned Township toward payment of the injured employee’s 
full salary during the course of the six (6) month period. In 
the event that the injured employee does not endorse and turn over 
the aforementioned draft to the Township Clerk, he or she shall 
not then receive full pay but only the difference between the 
compensation pay and his or her full pay during the six (6) month 
period of time. 

B. Employees returning from authorized leave of absence as 
set forth above will be restored to their original job classification 

and shift at the then appropriate rate of pay with no loss of 

» 

seniority or other employee rights, privileges or benefits. 

SECTION IV: 

UNION BUSINESS 

The bargaining unit is granted an aggre¬ 
gate of five days with pay per bargaining unit for Union convention 
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business solely. The Union is to advise the department heads of 
which individual will be attending the convention and the dates of 
same. 

SECTION V: 

MILITARY LEAVE 

An employee may be granted a leave of absence up to two 
(2) weeks to complete his military obligation. The Township v/ill 
make up the difference in pay which the employee receives from 
the military and his regular pay. 

SECTION VI: 

JURY DUTY 

In the event that an employee is called to jury duty, the 
employee will be granted time off as the court requires. Their 
absence from vrork will not be coixnted against their regular 
vacation period or sick leave accumulation. The employee will 
be paid only from the time required to serve on jury duty, and 
if there are times the employee is not scheduled for jury duty, 
then and in that case, must report for work. All requests for 
jury duty leave must be filed with the Department head prior to 
the leave. If the employee is released from jury duty on or 
before lOsSO a.m. on any morning, he or she is to return to work 
immediately after the lunch period. 

SECTION VII: 

NON-PAID LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

A. The Township will grant leave of absence, without pay, 
to one (1) employee to accept full-time Union employment. Sixty 
(60) days notice shall be given to the Township by any employee 
requesting such leave. 

B. All other leaves of absence without pay shall be at 
the discretion of the Township.

GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE ' ' '' 


Any grievance or dilute v/hich rnay arise between the parties, - ' 
including the application, meaning, or interpretation of this Agreement,. • . ’ 

shall be settled in the following manner: . . 

Step 1: Ibe Union. Steward, v/ith or without the aggrieved enployee, 
shall tales up the grievance or dispute ^yith the errployee’s,immediate • 
supervisor \vithin five (5) days of the date of the occurence of the grievance. 
The supervisor ^all attempt to adjust the matter ar.d shall respond to the . 
steward within three (3) working days. If the grievance or dispute is not 
talxen up in ac^rdance with this provision within five (5) days of its 
occurrence or within five (5) days upon learning of the existence of the 
alleged grievance or dispute, it shall bo dconed abandoned. ^ ■'j a 

Stop 2: If the grievance has not been settled, it shall be presented. 

In writing to the department h^d within five (5) days after the supervisor’s 
response is due. The department head shall respond to the steward in, witing ' 
within three (3) d^s. If the grievance is not presented in writing in 
accordance with this stipulation within (5) days,-it shall be deemsd ^ 

abandoned. /f-^- ^ 

Ste p 3: If the grievance still renains rot settled, it shall be 

presented to the Municipal Administrator in writing within seven (7) days after 
tho resx>onse of the departmort head is due, Ihe Municipal Administrator will, 
hold a hearing within ten (10) days of receipt of presentation of the griex'ance 
to him. The tiunicipal Administrator shall respond in writing v/ithin five (5) 
days. If the grievance is not presented in writing, in 
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accordanca with this, provision seven C7) days, it shall be 

deemed abandoned. 


S tep 4 : If the grievance still remains r.ot settlexi, it sbAll 


be presented to the ‘Xownship Comr.iihhee, in writing, v^ithin seven 
(7) days after the response of the Municipal Administrator is due. 
The Township Coniniittee shall respond within ton (10) days. If the 
grievance is not .presented, in writing, in accordance with this ■' 
stipulation v/ithln seven (7) days, it shall be deemed abandoned. 

' Step 5; If the grievance still remains not settled, the Union 
may, within fifteen (15) days after the reply of the Township- 
Committee is due, by written notice to the Township Coramittee, 
request arbitration. In the event arbitration is not requested

within fifteen (15) days, the grievance shall.be deemed abandonedV 


and the matter may not then thereafter be•arbitrated. 


The arbitration proceeding shall be conducted by an impartial 
arbitrator to be selected by the employer and the Union xiiithin seven ’ 
(7) days after notice has been given. If the parties fail to 
select an arbitrator, the State Mediation and Conciliation Service 
of the Public Employees Relations Commission shall be requested by 
either or both parties to provido a panel of five (5) arbitrators. 
Both the employer and the Union shall have the right to strike 
two (2) names from the panel. The Union shall strike the first'name, • 
the other party shall then strike on© (1) name. The process will be 
repeated and the remaining person ahall be -the arbitrator. 

The decision of the impartial arbitrator shall be binding 
and final on both parties. The impartial arbitrator shall be 
requested to issue his decision vrithin thirty (30) days after 
concl\xsion of testimony and argvraent and upon his closing of the 


matter. 


The expense for the arbitrator's services s'hall be born 
equally by the employer and the Union. If either party desires a 
verbatim record of the proceedings it may cause the same to be 
made, providing it pays for the record and makes a copy available, 
v/ithout charge to the other party and to the arbitrator. 
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The only grievances or disputes which may bo submitted fox- 
arbitration shall be those arising out of the meaning, application 
and interpretation of the provisions of this Agreement, Nothing 
in the foregoing shall be construed to empower the impartial arbi¬ 
trator to make any award amending, changing, subtracting from, or 
adding to the provisions of this Agreement. 

It is understood and agreed that the subject of general 
wages shall not be a subject to arbitration- . 

It is intended by this provision to give an employee the 
option to appeal his case under the Civil Service rules and regula¬ 
tions and through Civil Service procedures or arbitration, bat not 
both- It is not intended to change, modify, or alter in any 
fashion the Civil Service rules and regulations, but in effect 
only to give additional alternative remedy to an employee. A 
grievant may elect to proceed under either arbitration or civil 
service, not both. 

The grieved employee is permitted to have present at the 
thirds step, his union steward, local president, and Council No. 73 
representative. 

ARTICtE VI 
HOURS OF WORK 

SECTION I; 


WORK WEEK 

The work week shall consist of five (5) consecutive eight 
(8) hour days, Monday through Friday, inclusive, except for employees 
in six (6) day operation. 

SECTION II; 


WORK SCHEDUhS 

Work schedules showing the employee’s shifts, workdays, 
and hours of work shall be posted on all department bulletin 
boards at all times. 

Except for emergency situations, work schedules shall not 
be changed unless t!ie changes are mutually agreed upon by the 
Union nnd the Employer, 

SECTION III: 

OVERTIME 

Tima and one-half the employee’s regular rate of pay shall 
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bo paid for work under any of the following conditions, but compen¬ 
sation shall not be paid twice for the same hour; 

A. Daily—All work performed in excess of eight (8) hours 
in any workday. 

B. Weekly—All work performed in excess of forty (40) 

hours. 

C. All work, performed on the sixth v;ork day as such of 
any work week, provided the employee has worked a total of forty ' 

(40) hours, sick time, and vacation will he construed as days 
worked. ■ 

D. All work performed on a holiday shall be paid at time 
and one-half plus holiday pay. 

* > 

E. In the event that.any holiday shall fall on a regular 
workday and employees are not required to work on said holiday, 
such holiday shall he considered as a day worked for purposes of 
computing overtime. 

F. All work performed by the Sanitation Department on Sunday 
shall be paid at the rate of double time as such. (Employees absent 
due to excused sick, vacation or holiday, will have this time 
credited as time worked). 

Overtime opportunities shall ba distributed as equally as 
possible among employees in the same job classification, department 
and shift. It is understood that nothing in this clause shall 
require payment for overtime hours not worked. 

When an employee is required to work overtime in an emergency, 
for snow removal, and has worked a minimum of four (4) hours over¬ 
time, in addition to regxilar shift, then in that case the Township 
will make provisions for meal allowances. 

SECTION IV; 

CAT,E-IN TIM-. 

An employee who is requred and returns to work during periods 
other than his regular scheduled shift, shall be guaranteed four 
(4) hours pay. The employee will be paid time and one-half his 
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I'esulax' r:itc of pivy for t.h« act;\,ui.l worked ai;d will be f^ivc:Ti 
the opportunity to go hone \\hen tho assignment he wars called In foi- i.s 
coriTpletod. In tha event tlie employee deiures to leave work when the 
assigraient is canplCiLed be \/ill then be paid straight tinia f.fcm the 
canpXetion of the work assignment, for the ranaining time up to four (4) 
Itoitrs. If the employee decided to stay, the supervisor may provide work 
for the remining time of the four (4) hours. 

Whesn the four (4) hours call-in time pay overlaps with the regular 
shift, upon conmeacanent of tlie rcgiilar shift, the employee fran that time 
on will not receive time and one-half but his or her straight time pay. 
SECriCX{ V: 

PAY SCATES OR Kj\TES OF PAY 

Ihe pay scales for all enployees covered by this Agreement shall 
be as set forth in Af^^enclix A attached. 

Any employee who performs work in a higher paid classification 
Other than his own for at least four (4) consecutive hours shall be paid 
at the rate of the higher classification when authorized by his 
immediate supervisor for the tMe actually vrarked in higher classification. 

ARTICLE VII ■ 

IltXIDAYS ' 

A. Ihere shall be fourteen (14) paid holidays during the 
teim of this agrcjetient. The following days vd.ll be recognized as 
holidays under this Agreanent: 
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1. New Year'c Day 

2. Martin Luther King's Birthday • . 

3. Lincoln’s Birthday 

4. Washington's Birthday 

5. Good Friday 

6- Memorial Day 

7. Independence Day 

8. Labor Day 

9. Columbus Day 

10. General Election Day 

11. Veteran’s Day 

12. Thanksgiving Day 

13. Day after Thanksgiving 

14. Christmas Day 

B. In the event a holiday falls on a Saturday, it shall be 
celebrated on the preceding Friday. 

C. Xn the event a holiday falls on a Sunday, it shall toe 
celebrated on the following Monday. Employees scheduled Tuesday 

I ' 

through Saturday^ who may lose a day off as a result of this pro¬ 
vision, shall be given a mutually agreeable day off at another 
time. 

D. In the event a holiday falls within an employee's 
vacation period, the holiday shall be celebrated at the employee's 
option, unless the Township determines that it can not be taken 
because of pressure of work. 

E. In order to qualify for holiday pay, employees must 
work his or her scheduled workday immediately preceeding and his 
or her schedulod workday immediate following the holiday unless on 
an excused absence. 

F. Permanent employees with four (4) or more consecutive 
months seniority are eligible for holiday pay. 

G. Whenever a holiday falls during the time an employee is 
on paid sick leave that day will not be charged against his sick 
leave- 


H. Employees who are on leave of absence without pay, will 

not be eligible for holiday pay. 

ARTICLE VIII 
VA CATIONS 

All permanent employees, full time temporary and full time 
perovisional employees, other than seasonal, shall be entitled to 
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vacation leave based upon their years of continuous service. 

Periods o£ time on leave of absence without pay, except for 
military leave, shall be deducted from the employee's total 
continuous service for purposes of determining the earned service 
credit for vacation leave. Vacations with pay shall be granted 
to employees as follows: 

Date of hire to December 31st of year of appointment.., 

one day per month 

One year through five years.thirteen working days 

Six years through thirteen years....^sixteen ;/orking days 

Fourteen years to twenty years..twenty-one working days 

Twenty years and over..twenty-three working days. 

Permanent part-time employees shall receive vacation credit 
allowance in a proportionate or prorated basis. 

B. The rate of vacation pay shall be the employee's regular 
straight time rate of pay in effect for the employee's regular 
job on the pay day immediate preceding the employee's vacation 
period. 

C. Vacation allowance must be taken during the current 
calendar year at such time as permitted unless the appointing 
authority determines that it can not be taken because of pressure 
of work. Any unused vacation may be carried forward into the next 
succeeding year only. 

D. A permanent employee who returns from military service 
is entitled to full vacation allowance for the calendar year of 
return, and for the year preceding, providing the latter can be 
taken during the year of return. 

E. An employee who is retiring or who has otherwise 
separated shall be entitled to the vacation allowance for the 
current year prorated upon the number of months worked in the 
calendar year in which the separation or retirement becomes 
effective and any vacation }eave which may have been carried over 
from the preceding calendar year. 
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F. Whenover a permanent evTtployee dies, having any earned 
annual vacation leave, there r.hall be calculated and paid to his 
estate a sum of money equal to tho compensation figured on his 
salary rate at the time of his death. 

G. Vacation leave credits shall continue to accrue while an 
employee is on leave w’ith pay.. Credits shall not accrue while an 
employee is on leave without pay, except military leave. 

H. Employees called back to work while on vacation shall 
receive time and one-half for that time. 

ARTICLE IX 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 

A. The Employer agrees to make available a bulletin board 

f - 

at the Transfer Station. The said bulletin board shall be used 
fox posting of the following notices: Union meetings. Union 
elections and returns. Union appointments to office and Union 
recreational or social affairs. 

B. If any provision of this Agreement is subsequently de¬ 
clared by the legislative or judicial authority or court of 
competent jurisdiction to be unalwful, unenforceable or not in 
accordance with applicable statutes, all other provisions of this 
Agreement shall remain in full force and effect during the duration 
of this Agreement. The parties agree immediately to negotiate a 
substitute for the invalidated portion thereof. 

C. Proposed modifications, changes, or new rules and regula 
tions will be discussed by the members of the bargaining unit and 
the respective departments prior to formal adoption. Members 

of the respective units may further make recommendations with 
regard to the aforementioned proposed modifications, changes or new 
rules and regulations to the respective departments. 

D. LONGEVITY—Employees of the Township shall be paid in 
addition to their salaries, longevity pay on completion of the 
years of service as of the anniversary date of hire as listed 
below; 
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B years.$2a0.00 annually 

12 years.$400.00 annually 

17 years......$600.00 annually 

22 years.$800.00 annually 

26 years..,$1000.00 annually 


All employees who have compleLed the above required years 
of service during any quarter of the calendar year shall be paid, at 
the beginning of the next quarter the prorated s\in\ of longevity as 
set forth in the schedule herein above. 

Longevity shall be paid to full-time permanent e.mpLoyees 
only and the amount to be paid shall be based on. the years of 
continuous service with the Township. 

The aforementioned longevity payments will be distributed 
to the employee on a prorated basis in their bi-weekly salary pay¬ 
ment from the Township during the course of the year. In other 
words, the employee in each of his checks .from the Township will 
receive one-twenty-sixth (l/26th) of tho longevity pay due hiTci, 
with the exception of overtime hours. 

E. CLASSIl*ICATION AND JOB DESCRIPTION—The classifications 
for employees covered by this Agreement are attached hereto as 
Appendix A and by reference are made a part of this Agreement. 

If during the terra of this Agreement the Township determines 
that new job descriptions and/or classifications be established or 
that changes be made in existing job descriptions and/or classifi¬ 
cations the parties agree that they will consult with a view to 
arriving at a raatually acceptable determination, including the rate 
of pay therefore, prior to such changes being made effective. Should 
the parties fail to agree, the matter will be referred to the 
grievance procedure coinraencing with step 3 of this Agreement. 

The president of the union will receive from the Township 
Administrator a job description of the members of his bargaining 
unit and the department head will have additional copies of the 
job descriptions. 

P. SAFETY AND HEALTH—The employer will make a reasonable 
• jforh for the safety and hectlth of its employees and will provide 
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employeGiJ vjit.h foul wenthfjr gear wheu necessary/ tool5> or devxcos 
deoinsd nocessaryr in order to iiioure their safety and health. 

When sucli materials are JLssuadr it is the €‘mployee*s obligation 
to use them. The Employer and Union shall endeavor to cTosignate • 
a safety committee member from the department covered under tltis 
Agreement. It shall be tho joint responsibility of the safety 
committee to investigate .and correct unsafe and unhealthy conditions. 
The comfliittoe will meet periodically as necessary, to review 
conditions in general, and to mahe recommendations to either or 
both parties, when appropriate. The Employer v/ill provide the 
Union safety members reasonable time to investigate safety or 
health complaints in their department during their worlihg hours 
at no loss of pay. The employee must first obtain, permission 
from his itraaediate supervisor and it is understood that during this 
investigation he will not interfere with work assignments of 
others. The Employer’s safety member will accompany him on his 
investigation. 

6. REST PERIODS--The Employer shall grant one' (1) fifteen 
{15) minute paid rest period in the A.M. at a time dpstgnated by 
the respective, department heads. . 

H. LATENESS AND ABSENCE—Employees have the responsibility 
to notify their supervisor prior to the beginning of their assigned 
shift if they are to be tardy or absent. 

If the employee does not call in, he will not be paid for the 
period unless circumstances beyond his control preclude his call. 
Excessive lateness and unjustified absence shall be. cause for 
suspension or termination. 

I. CONTRACTING WORK OUT-'-Tho Employer shall have the right 
at its discretion, to apportion work by contract or sub-contract 
to others as it may .see fit in order that the services which have 

to be performed by the Employer may be carried out for the benef.it 
of the piiblic, v/hich determination shall not be subject to the 
grievance procedure. Such contracting or sub-contracting of work 
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performed by the Township employees shall not result in a mass 
lay-off of said employees covered by this Agreement. 


J. EMT.RGENCY—In an emergency, each and every eraployee 
shall bo subject to call for overtime duty and it is each employee's 
responsibility to cooperate and accept such overtime work, when 
required. Emergency is hereby defined as that period of time 
when the health, safety and general welfare of the public is in, 
jeopardy. The determination as to what conditions constitute an 
emergency will be at the' sole discretion of the Mayor and will 
not be subject to the grievance procedure. 

ARTICLE X 

* V 

INSURANCE ACJD RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

A. The Employer will provide hospitalizatin and medical 
insurance through New Jersey Blue Cross-Blue Shield, with Rider J 
or its substantial equivalent, to all employees and their depen¬ 
dents covered under this Agreement, as defined in the program. 

B. The Employer agrees to provide retirement benefits 
in accordance with applicable New Jersey Statutes. 

C. The Township of Ewing shall establish a prescription 
drug provision program effective the earliest possible date that 
the Township of Ewing and the Hospital Service Plan of New Jersey 
can enter into an agreement with regard to same. The premium for 
said program shall be p«iid by the Township of Ewing and administered 
by same. The drug prescription program shall provide benefits to 
all eligible unit employees and their eligible dependents through 
the Hospital Service Plan of New Jersey prescription program. 

Each prescription required by a competent medical authority for 
federal legend drug shall be paid for by the carrier subject to a 
deductible provision which shall not exceed $1.25 per prescription 
and further subject to specific procedural and administrative rules 
and regulations which are part of the program. 

Each employee shall be provided with an authorization and 
identification card, a list of the participating pharmacies in 
the program, and brochure describing the details of the program.

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ARTICLE XI 


ACCESS TO PERSONN E L FOLDER AND EVALUATION'S' 

A. An employee shall within five (5) workiny days of written 
request to the Personnel Department have an opportunity to review 
his or her personnel folder in the presence of an appropriate 
official of the Personnel Department to examine any crit.icisra, 
commendation or any evaluation of his or her work, performance or 
conduct prepared by the Township during the term of this Agreement, 
He or she shall be allowed to respond in a reasonable length of time 
to anything therein and said response shall be placed in his or her 
file. 

B. EcTch regular written evaluation of work performance may 
be reviewed with the employee and the employee may place his or her 
signature or not place his or her signature on tho evaluation form. 
Such signature does not mean agreement with the contents of the 
evaluation ufiless such agreement is stated thereon. 

ARTICLE XII 
FERSOMAL DAYS . 

Employees covered by the provisions of this Agreement, shall 
be entitled to three days per year leave of absence with pay for 
personal business- Said leave shall not be taken unless 48 hours 
notice thereof has been given the employee's supervisor- In the 
event that less than 48 hours notice is given, said leave may be 
taken only upon authorization by said supervisor. The Township 
reserves the right to deny request for personal days as conditions 
warrant, but authorization shall not be unreasonably withheld. 
Personal days shall not be taken in conjunction with vacation or 
sick leave. 

ARTICLE XTIl 
KBMBERSRIP PACKETS 

The Union rr<ay supply kits or packets which cont^iin informa¬ 
tion for distribution to nev; employees, including the role of the 
Union, and the membership application and a copy of this Agreement, 
as well as other material mutually agreed to by the ToWnship and 
the Union. Tho Uni-on agrees to distribute such membership kits 
or packets to new employees during the initial phase of employment. 
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ARTICLE XIV 

PO-^TI R G QF vTOB S • • 

Existing or planned Civil Service job vacancies in the 
department or departments of the bargaining unit will be posted 
in all work locations on the bulletin boards. The posting will 
include a description of the job, any required qualifications, the 
location of the vacancies and the prcceduros to be followed by 
employees interested in making application and said application 
must be made within five working days of posting.' A copy of the 
posting will be given to the Union President. 

ARTICLE XV 
WORK UNIFORMS 

The Township will contifiue to provide work'uniforti program 
presently established except to increase uniform to five <5) sets 
per employee and number of tee shirts to five (5) sets per employee 
The Township will continue to provide safety shoes to those 
employees who are entitled to same. 

ARTICLE XVI 

UNUSED SICK LEAVE—RETIREMENT 
Permanent employees in the bargaining unit who enter 
regular retirment in accordance with P.E.R.S., and have to his 
or her credit, any earned and unused sick leave, shall be entitled 
to receive supplemental compensation for each earned and unused 
accumulated sick leave. 

The supplemental compensation to be paid shall be computed 
at the rate of one-half (1/2) of the eligible employee's daile rate 
of pay for each day of the earned and unused accurauiated sick leave 
based upon the average annual compensation received during the last 
year of his eniployroent prior to the effective date of his retire¬ 
ment, provided, however, that no such supplemental compensation 
shall exceed four thousand ($4000.00) dollars. This supplemental 
compensation shall be paid in a lump sum after the effective date 
of retirement. 
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AnTICLi: XVI1 

For the year !)D7y solely, the Township v;.ill provide the 
t-mployee with a componsafcory day for all of those inemb&rs of tha 
bargaining unit.who worked the entire regular shift on February 
7 , 1978/ and V'/ero not released prior to their coniplction of the 
eight ( 8 ) hours fox the regular shift, which coiripensaLory day 
jiiust be tciken in the year 1978. . 

ARTICt.E XVIII 
WAGES 

Each employee covered by this Agreement for the period from 
January 1, 1978 to December 31, 197S, shall receive a wage increase 
based upon his or her annual salary exclusive of overtime, 
longevity and holiday pay, as of December 31, 197,7, as* set forth 
below: 

Five (5) percent on the annual base salary of 1977. 

All employees convered by this agreement will receive the 
above salary increase retroactive to January 1,1978. 

• ARTICLE XIX 

TERW OF CONTRAC T . , 

This Agreement shall be effective as of the first day of

If any provision of this Agreement sJiall be held invalid 
by operation of law or by tribunal of competent jurisdiction 
including but not limited to the New Jersey Department of Civil 
Service, or if compliance v;ith or enforcement of any provisions 
should fos restrained by such tribunal pending final determination as 
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to it:s viilidity, svich proviyion shall ba in-operative but all 
other provisions of this Agreement shall not bo affected thereby 
and shall continue in full force and effecit. 

ARTICLE XXI 
FUL LY BARGAINED 

The parties agree that they have fully bargained and agreed 
upon all terms and conditions of employment and incorporate the 
complete and final understanding, and settlement by the parties 
of all bargainable issues which were or could have been the 
subject of negotiations.
